@M SCHOOL BOARD NOTES...At the regular meeting on Ma 9, the board of directors was entertained b 
the Strolling Strings from Astoria Middle School, led by instructor SANDY STROMQUIST. This 

group of first-year violin players at the 5th grade level who are learning to play by the Suzuki 

rote method, impressed the board with their playing ability acquired in such a short time. 

As the district is unable to obtain insurance coverage from private carriers, the board granted 

permission to school district insurance agent ED FEAREY, to place the school district liability 

coverage for 1978-79 with the State of Oregon insurance pool, to be administered by the Department of 

Justice according to state law. 

High school principal DAN CLIFFORD presented statistics concerning the number of pupils who have 
and have not completed the competencies for graduation this year. These figures are particularly 
perintent at this time since the class of 1978 will be the first to graduation under the competency 
requirements and Mr. Clifford expressed pleasure with the progress being made in fulfilling compet- 
encies. He did not feel non-completion would be a major problem in keeping students from graduating 
-in June. 

Assistant Superintendent JACK McRAE reported the Clatsop County student team under the IED Area 
Vocational Center has recently placed first out of eight teams entered in the Northwest Future Far- 
mers of America Shops Skills Contest in the fields of plumbing, electricity, rafter cutting, oxygen 
and acetylene cutting, and welding, as well as other areas. . 

KEITH JUE was introduced as the new student council representative to the Board of Directors 
from Astoria High for 1978-79. It was noted that over 60 senior citizens had attended the final 
Food for the Elderly lunch, a program which has been sponsored and paid for by the high school stu- 
dent body. The board commended the student council for this program. 

A two-year contract was approved for Superintendent GARY L. MANSFIELD. A second personnel 
matter was the acceptance, with regret, of the resignation of JOANN LEHMAN, 6th grade teacher at 
Astoria Middle School. ' 

The board gave approval to transfer several lots behind Astoria High to the Educational Skills 
Development Corporation to allow the construction class to build a home on site in 1978-79. In 
the past the class has built homes which had to be moved when sold. It was felt the new system 
will provide a greater training expeience for students in all phases of construction. 

Resolutions enabling the district to comply with federal laws in order to receive federal funds 
under 94-142 were approved. These funds were combined with other county districts this past year 
to provide an all-county school psychologist through the Clatsop County IED. It appears there will 
be sufficients funds in 1978-79 to have a full-time psychologist serving the Astoria school district. 


MM 4TH GRADE SCHEDULE CHANGE...It appears at this time that the 4th grade students at Gray and 
Astor Elementaries will have an extended day starting with the 1978-79 year. K-3 students will 


continue to be dismissed at 2:30 p.m., but 4th graders would be dismissed at 3:30 p.m. and trans- 

_ ported home on separate buses. This change is being considered due to the 4th grade students needing 
to have a longer day to meet the minimum standards set by the State of Oregon. During the past two 
years this has been accomplished by shortening lunch hours and cutting out a PE class, which staff 
has not felt was in the best interest of the students. Bus schedules and exact time will be clari- 
fied prior to the opening of school in September, 1978. 


A XINDERGARTEN REGISTRATION...Although our kindergarten registration has been concluded, Astoria 
District 1C is still accepting kindergarten students. Any person wishing to register his child 


for kindergarten should do so as soon as possible by contacting either Gray (325-6431) or Astor 
(325-6772) School. Kindergarten teacher assignment will be announced in August.

It will include a detailed nutrition and medical 
history; eye screening; hearing screening; speech evaluation; dental check; blood test; urinalysis; 
immunizations; growth and development check; and complete physical examination by a team of special-. 
ists. If you wish your child checked, call the Health Department (325-7441, Ext. 34) by May 26.
